important m atter before the Kentucky 
assembly , which convened today . 
While the first ballot for senator 
will not be taken for two weeks, the 
candidates and 
the 
hopeful 
“dark 
horses” are (busily engaged in pulling 
wires and sounding 
the sentiments 
cf the legislators. 
Former Governor 
J. C. W. Beckham 
is 
the 
regular 
nominee of the democratic party , and 
while this fact 
would ordinarily as­ 
sure his election without a struggle, 
his supporters, apparently , have many 
obstacles to overcome before realiz­ 
ing the ambitions of their chieftain. 
It is realized, by the Beckham ad­ 
herents that the first ballot will be 
the supreme test of the strength of 
the ex -govemor, and they are strain 
ing every nerve to secure a victory 
on the first poll of votes. If he fails 
of success then, it is generally be­ 
lieved that his star 
will wane and 
that other aspirhnts will force to the 
front. 
The failure of any four democrat 
ic membes of the legislature out of 
the total of seventy -three to vote for 
Governor Beckham will prevent his 
election. While he occupies a com 
manding position 
in 
the senatorial 
choice of the democratic 
voters 
of 
the state, his election is not y et as­ 
sured and he may y et be defeated by 
a narrow margin. 
Beckham’s managers have adopted 
the slogan “Beckham or nobody ,” acd 
this may bring about a deadlock that 
will prevent the election of a senator 
at this session.

Memphis, Tenn., Jan. 7.—As a ro- 
f^ult of the national conv ention of the 
Farmers’ Educational 
and co-Opera- 
tiv o union, which b egan iii Mempjiis 
today, it is likely that a great reduc­ 
tion in tlie cotton acreage and jtro- 
duclion of the country will he decid­ 
ed on for the coming year. 
A reduction 
of 
20 per cent will 
prob ab ly b e agreed 
upon, 
although 
some of tlie delegates adv ocate a re- 
diiclion of only iu per cent, 
wliile 
some desire an acreage reduction oi 
30 per cent. Delegates and v isitors 
are here from nearly ev ry county of 
ev ery cotton growing state, making 
the conv ention one of tlie largest of 
the kind ev er held in the sopth. 
The sessions will continue 
thre^ 
days. President C. S. Barrett, of Geor­ 
gia, is presiding. It is ex pected tliat 
the acreage reduction will enab le the 
union to ])rcv ent ov er-production and 
maintain the 15-cent price 
for ool- 
ton. 
The delegates from Tex as, the lead­ 
ing cotton growing state of the Pii- 
ion, are instructed to adv ocate a 2;> 
per cent reduction, as a majority of
